Ottawa, June 14. — Oreen goods circulars 
are again bcinR poured into the country 
through tho miilB. It will bo well for 
Canadians to have nothing to do with tho 
business as the Dominion law is very strict. 

Mr. Douglas Cameron, assistant account- 
ant in the House of CoininonB and for sov- 
oral years secretary to tho Conservative 
whip, and u son of tho late Sir Matthew 
Croolts Cameron, was married this avening 
to Miss Edwards, oldest daughter of Mr. J. 
Edwards. 

Mr. JohnsoD, Dominion statistician, has 
received several inquiries from Australia on 
trade matters. Wmchicomb, Carson & Co., 
produce salesmen, Sydney, usk for the 
names of two or three roliuble firms in the 
leading oities of Canada to act as selling 
brokers for tho disposal of furskins, tanned 
unci untunnetl, sheepskins, basila, etc. An- 
other firm, Edward Hordern & Co., of 
Sydney, want a list of drygoods manufac- 
turers in tho Dominion. Inquiries of thiB 
kind show that interest in the new routo ia 
being rapidly developed, 

Tho Countess of Derby writes to the 
papers aB follows: "Sir, — Would you 
kindly allow the following to uppear in your 
paper. At the first meeting of the Ladies' 
Committee at Ottawa, it wua proposed that 
the present to His Royal Highness the 
Duke of York and to the Princess May, 
from the Women of Canada, should bo a 
sleigh with robes, silver bells, and harnesB 
complete ThiB suggestion, howover, met 
with disapproval from many quarters. We 
then agreed to ask for other suggestions 
from committees formed for the purpoao of 
raising money in all the Provinces. Hav- 
ing, however, obtained their opinions, which 
ditTer widely from one another, the diili- 
eulty of making a choice still remained. 
We, therefore, decided to luy tho matter 
before His Royal Highness tho Duke of 
York, ttBking him to let ua know what 
would afford him and the l'rinccas tho 
greatest pleasure in receiving. I accord- 
ingly wrote on Monday, sending a list of 
the various suggestions, at the same time 
requesting him to cable to me what kind of 
a present ho and the Princess would prefer. 
In this way we hopo that we shall be able 
to obtain n decision moat satisfactory under 
the circumstances. "

Her parents were alaves in Virginia, and 
some ol her rolatives were owned by Gen- 
oral Washington.

Niagara Falls, June 14. — Hurry E. 
Holmes, treasurer of the Pittsburg Fuel 
Company and other concerns, who came 
here some days ago, is missing and is 
thought to have suicided. 



WASHINGTON'S DISASTER. 

A New Inqaost Ordered to Bepln at 
Once. 

Washington, June M —The commission- 
era of the District of Columbia decided this 
afternoon to order a new inquest over tho 
bodies of the Ford's theatre disaster victims, 
and directed Mr. Thomas, attorney for tho 
district, to assist Coroner Puttcrson in con- 
ducting it. An inquest was ordered on the 
bodies of Mra. Loftua uud Pagan, two of tho 
vict-niH, who aro still in tho vault in Green- 
wood cemetery, and tho oflicers of the cem- 
etery wore ordered not to inter them with- 
out tho permission of tho coroner. Dr Pat- 
terson decided to ro-aummon the old jury. 
Ono of the bodies at Glenwood will be 
viewed by tho jury to- morrow and tho in- 
quest begun nnow.

BISMARCK'S DRLIVERAHCE. 

He Favors an Increase in tho Military 
Strength of the German Empire, 

BERLIN, Juno 14. — Prince Bismarck has, 
in an interview, come out iu favor of an in- 
crease in the defensive strength of tho Em- 
pire, but not on tho lines laid down by tlie 
Government in the Army bill. Conversing 
to-day with Professor Kahl, who was visit- 
ing tho ex-Chancellor at Friedrischsruhe, 
Prince Bismarck declared that an increase 
of tho army was necessary. Ito differed 
with tho Government, however, as to how 
the increaao B-iould bo made. He did not 
approve of adding to thu infantry or cavalry 
strength of the army, but maintained that 
the increase should be made to thn artillery 
forceB, which, he declared, would decide the 
battles of tho future. With regard to 
tho increased expense that would follow the 
increase of the army, Prineo Bismarck said 
that Germany was fully able to bear tho 
added coat that would bo entailed by add- 
ing to her military strength.

St. Petersburg, Juno 14. — An Imperial 
law has been onacted to provide for more 
sovere punishment of sealing poachers in 
15ehring Sea. Hereafter all persons, Rus- 
sian or foreign, if caught sealing in Russian 
waters, will be liable to sixteen months' 
Imprisonment and tho couliscatiou of their 
vessels, together with tho cargo and tackle. 

Ittot* in Germany. 

Berlin, Juno 14. — More riots aro re- 
ported from Fuenfkirchen and dozens of 
women and children have been wounded in 
encounters. The ringleaders ia the riot3 
have been imprisoned. 

No More Kllierla. 

Vienna, Juno 13.— RowBpapers report 
that the czar intends to promulgate a ukuse 
on January 1, abolishing deportation to 
Siberia and extending tho Bume judicial pro- 
cedure which obtains in Ruasia proper, to 
Siberia, with tho exception of trial by jury. 

The Latent Allocution. 

London, Juno 14. — A correspondent at 
Rome telegrapha that the latest allocution 
of His Holineaa is an energetic discourso on 
the situation in Italy and the general policy 
of the Vutican. The Vatican Cycle pooh- 
poohs the utterances of tho Oorriero di 
Napoli in regard to Mousigaor Sutolli and 
tho American clergy and other stories of a 
similar nature which have been published 
from time to time. 

James Cordon Bennett Better. 

Paris, June 14. — James Gordon Bennett 
continues to improve. He sleeps fairly well 
at night and waa able to pay alight atten- 
tion to hia correspondence to-ilay. The 
complications usually feared in similar cases 
oi e absent. The physicians hope that the 
patient will not bo compelled to keep his 
bed more than a month longer. 

Or. Mct.ljim Bestored to Favor. 

London, Juno 14. — A correspondent in 
Rome telegraphs this evening that Ifia 
Holiness has given a long audience to Dr. 
McGlynn. It was very cordial. Cardinal 
Rarapolla, papal secretary of state, and 
Cardinal Ledochowski, prefect of the prop- 
aganda, were extremely courteous 'io the 
doctor. Dr. McGlynn was enchanted with 
hia reception and hiB complete reconciliation 
with tho Pope, and left to night after a five 
days' sojourn at Rome. 

To Prevent cholera. 

Hamburg, Juno 14. — Tho Senate, in or- 
der to prevent tho introduction of cholera, 
has isaued a notice to the police to strictly 
enforce the ordinance prohibiting tho entry 
of Russian emigrants, either by land or 
water, even though they are duly furnished 
with money. Firat class saloon pusseugors 
with tickets for the United States aro not 
affected by the ordinanco. 

Deaths From Hie Scourge, 

LONDON, Juno 15. — There have been four 
deaths from choleraic causea at Cette, in 
Franco since Friday. At Mecca, in Arabia, 
during the enme period, there were lfi5 
deaths from cholera. 

Alia I m in Samoa. 

Auckland, N. '/,., June 14. — Advices ro- 
ooived from Samoa to-day announco that 
Maliotoa, still refusing to compromise with 
hia rival, has directed the Government 
forces to advance and enforce Mataafa'a sub- 
mission to him. War ia believed to be in- 
evitable. Mataafa is very popular and has 
numerous devoted adherents.

THE ARBITRATION. 



Elliott's Report on Seal Life Not to 
be Submitted to the 
Tribunal. 



The Court's Decision Expected to 
bo Made About tho First 
ot August. 



Paris, Juno 14 —Sir Richard Webster 
to-day announced hiB intention to read to 
tho court tho report of the debato in Con- 
gress in Washington in regard to tho ap- 
pointment of Mr. H. W. Elliott, who waa 
sent by the Government of tho United 
Stutes to examine into the methods of seal- 
ing and other matters connected with the 
sealing industry at tho Pribyloff Islands 
and iu Behring Sea. This report, Sir 
Richard added, he had just received. 

Mr. James G. Carter, of counsel for the 
United States, at once demurred to the 
reading of the report. 

Mr. E J. Phelps, also of American coun- 
sel, saiii he would waive objection to the 
reading, provided that the Americans were 
also privileged to introduce new evidence, 
which he held the reading of the report to 
be. If, ho contended, the value of Mr. 
Elliott'a atu liea of seal life, and thu settling 
industry waa to be judged by the tribunal, 
let it be judged from tho evidence to bo sub- 
mitted by both aidca of the case. 

After a short interval tho arbitrators 
surrounded Baron do Courcel, tho president 
of the tribunal, and conferred together re- 
garding the reading of the report. In tho 
meantime Mr. Phelps and Sir Richard 
Webster conversed with each other. The 
latter oventually announced that he and 
Mr. Phelps had arranged that the report 
should not bo read. The arbitrators then 
resumed their seats and Sir Richard took up 
again the thread ef his argument. He 
dilated upon the habits of femalo and pup 
seals with a view to proving that it was 
needless that tho protected zono within 
which aealB should not bo captured, should 
exceed a distance of twenty miles from tho 
land. 

WASHINGTON, Juno 14.— Officials at the 
State department are of opinion that tho 
arguments of counsel before the Behring Sea 
Arbitration Commission will be conoluded 
within the next ten days, and that with the 
exception of General Agent Foster, all the 
ofiicers connectod with the preparation and 
presentation of the American caee, will then 
return to tho United States. It is also ex- 
pected that tho decision of the arbitration 
will be announced by August 1. 

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Local Ministers Sue " La Patrie"— The Bridge- 
man Shooting— Australian Malls 
by the "iMlowera. " 

Montreal, Juno 14. — All the provincial 
ministers with tho exception of Messrs. 
Hall nnd Mcintosh, who are absent from 
Canada have taken action for libel against 
La Patrie, of Montreal, for publishing libel- 
lous statements concerning the management 
of the Jesuits' catateB. 

Courtland Freeman Bridgeman, wdio has 
been on trial before the court of Oueen'a 
Bench for shooting hia wife in the streets of 
Montreal, several weeks ago, was declared 
guilty by a jury this e\ening of shooting 
with intent to kill and murder. Bridgeman 
waa visibly affected by the rendering of tho 
jury. Sentence waa deferred. Bridgeman 
is from Winnipeg, where his people aro well 
connected. 

The tirat mail from Auatralia for London 
arrived hern this morning and will ho for- 
warded to New York by the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway thence to Southampton by 
the Victoria Augusta. Tho last named 
steamer ia due there on the 22nd., making 
the total time from Sydney to London 35 
days which ia three days less than by San 
Francisco, and somewhat less than by tho 
Suez Canal.

TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 

Proceedings of tho Convention — important 
and Interesting .Subjects Considered. 

CuiCAtio, Juno 14. — The convention of 
the International Union, by an overwhelm 
ing vote, to day aat down on the innovatioua 
proposed by Delegate Tuclhope, of Grand 
Forks, S. D. , regai ding apprentices and 
foremen. The convention, alter a somewhat 
hitter light, defeated any change in the 
basis of representation for allied crafts, 
stereotypers, mailers and pressmen, The 
plan for the institution of a loan system for 
tho relief of travelling printera waa also 
voted down. Tho question of creating an 
international fund of not less than §5 per 
month was referred to the subordinate 
unions. Similar action was taken regarding 
the question of paying death benefits.

Bourgeois, who founded tho 
Order of the Congregation, hare been 
moved from the ruins of the Villa Marie 
convent. The remains and casket were 
markably well preserved. Mme. Bougoois 
died in 1770. 



EUROPEAN PEACE. 



Count Kalnoky Declares the Czar and Russia 
to bo Well Disposed to Austria. 

Vienna, June 14.— Count Kalnoky, the 
Austro-Hungarian Prime Minister, deliv- 
ered another speech to-day upon tho Bubjeot 
of poaco. Ho declared that if tho Triple 
Alliance hod not brought an ideal peace it 
was not tho fault of tho Alliance, which was 
disposed to peace, though often menaced 
by war. In regard to Russia no 
change of policy was necoasary. Good 
relations with Russia could always be main- 
tained. He could affirm that tho Czar and 
the Russian Government were well disposed 
toward Austria. Thia diaposition was 
bound to be advantageous, even if differ- 
ences of opinion on certain points existed. 
Ho would not say more, becausj a political 
debate at this time might injure the well- 
being of the monarchy. 

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Powers of the Irish Legislature Witli 
Respect to Religions Disabili- 
ties or Privileges 

Mr. Bitrg-ar Protests Vigorously 
Against Restrictions iu This 
Particular. 



London, Juno 14.— In the House of Com- 
mons, to-day, Mr. Vicary Gibbs, Conserva- 
tive member for tho St, Alban's division of 
Hertfordshire, moved tho adoption of an 
amendment to the Home Rule bill restrain- 
ing tho Irish Legislature from imposing 
disabilities or conferring, privileges upon 
any institution owned or conducted by any 
religions Beet. The Government waa not will- 
ing toaccept the amendment, andseveral Lib- 
erals and Irish speakers protested against 
ita being incorporated in the bill. The 
Conservative and Liberal Unionist speakers 
of course wero atrongly in favor of the 
amendment, and in their speeches took no 
paina to hide their suspicions that Ireland 
or tho Irish Legislature would, under the 
provisions of the bill, be under the control 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

Mr. Sexton, who ia ready at any moment 
to fight against the adoption of any of tho 
proposals of his political enemies, protested 
that the restriction embodied in Mr. Gibba' 
amendment would not ho tolerated in any 
civilized country. He declared that the 
amendment was an implication that the 
Irish Parliament, when established, could 
not be trusted. When the question of 
incorporating the amendment into the 
bill was put to a vote, the 
House rejectod it without a division. 



A MIDNIGHT ALARM. 

The American Hotel Gutted— Narrow 
Escape of the Occupants, Who 
were Asleep. 



Grave Fears Entertained that Whole- 
sale Warehouses Adjoining Would 
Also be Burned. 



A few minutes before 2 o'clock thia morn- 
ing the American Hotel on Yates street, 
between Pearson'a tinware store and Bou- 
cherat& Co. 's wholesale liquor warehouse, 
waa discovered to be on fire. There were 
then in 'the building ten people, eight 
of whom were upstairs in bed and 
had a narrow escapo in getting out. 
Bob Dugeon, one of tho proprietors, and 
Mrs. Dugeon were in bed sound asleep. 
They did not hear tho alarm which woke 
the others, and before they were alarmed 
the room waa full of smoke, whilo the 
flames wero breaking up from below. Both, 
however wero got out safely, but Dugoon 
was so completely overcome with excite- 
ment that he wanted to go back. 
When he was half way up stairs 
rushing headlong towards the very centre 
of tho fire as it was then burning, he was 
seized and forced back to the sidewalk 
where he became so violent that two of the 
sturdiest of Victoria's police force wore 
Bcarcely strong enough to hold him. At the 
time of going to press he had not recovered. 

The fire originated, it ia thought, either in 
one of tho small roomB behind tho 
bar or in the brick bakery attached at the 
rear. The main building is of frame, an old 
Btructuro of the 'GO daya, and with tho 
fresh breeze from tho west tho fire quickly 
spread, burning principally upwards and for- 
ward. The fire brigade made a good rnn down 
and hud water on in abort order. Pearson's 
tinahop was Hooded, and streams wero also 
run on the top of Bouchorat & Co. 's atone 
building on the west, which had a narrow 
escape, but waa luckily saved. Tho whole 
of the interior of tho American waa de- 
stroyed with all tho contents. The build- 
ing waa owned by Mr. T. Burncs, and was 
inhured for $3,000. Tho hotel was 
leased to Dugoon Si Bryce, who are insured, 
but to what extent could not be ascertained. 
Their loss will bo comparatively hoavy, 
although at thia writing it is thought most 
of the bar stock will bo saved. 



THE GRAND TRUNK.

Montreal, Juno 14.— It was reported 
here to-night that cffortB were being made 
by a number of American and Canadian 
capitalists to secure control of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Co. Among thcao men- 
tioned in connection with the deal are 
George Gould and Russell Sage, of New 
York, who, it ia aaid, aro figuring with 
Duncan Mclntyre, one of tho directors of 
tho Grand Trunk, and J, Forgot, a promin- 
ent shareholder in the road, who are now in 
England for tho purpose, it ia stated, of ar- 
ranging with some of the large shareholders 
to buy whatever balance of tho Btook ia ne- 
cessary to nccuro control of tho road.

TO RELIEVE THE STRAIN. 

Proposal of Bunkers to Issue Clearing House 
Certificates. 

New York, June I t.— That the banks of 
this city aro becoming tired, to say tho 
least, of the continued financial strain and 
are taking steps for self protection, is evi- 
dent from tho mooting of the clearing house 
committee which occurred to-day. The 
meeting, a special one, lasted more than 
two hourB. None of tho members would say 
why the meeting was called, or what was 
done, but lator in the day it 
was stated from a reliable source 
that the question of issuing charing house 
certificates, as u makeshift in tho'absence of 
ready cash, was the subject of discussion. 
So far as can be learned, the committee did 
not decide to issue certificates, tho matter 
going over to a second meeting to bo 
hold to-morrow, but the financial situation 
umong the banks here is such that it seems 
to bo a case of curtail loans and suffer a 
consequent loss of trade, or issue clearing 
house certificates. These certificates have 
been issued on three previous occasions, dur- 
ing the Baring panic, then iu 1884 and 
away back in the panic of 1873. 



His Worship Mayor Beaven, Police 
Magistrate Macrae and Dr. I. \V. Powell, 
J. P., sat yesterday morning as a Board of 
Licensing Commissioners for the city of 
Victoria, and disposed of a very consider- 
able list of businesa with commendable des- 
patch. Thoro wero seven applications for 
transfers, nino for renowals, two for tem- 
porary licenses, and two for now licenses. 
Consideration of the last mentioned was de- 
ferred until Monday afternoon next ut 2:30 
o'clock. 

Tho most interesting point developing 
during the session was In connection with 
the doublo application of Stove O'Brien — 
first for tho tranafer of the license for the 
Senate Saloon from 91 to 93 Government 
streot ; and second for the tranafer of tho 
same license from tho applicant to Frederick 
VVeldon.

AMBASSADORIAL PRESENTATIONS. 

The Turkish Minister Presents the President 
of the U. S. With n Handsome Colum- 
bus Medal. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.— Baron Fava was 
presented to tho President this afternoon by 
Secretary Gresham under his new titlo aa 
ambassador from Italy. The usual felicit- 
ous speeches were exchanged. After that j 
ceremony, Mavrogni Beg, Turkish minister, 
ou behalf of tho Sultan of Turkey, pre- 
sented to the President of tho United States I 
a magnificent medal, commemorative of tho | 
100th anniversary of the discovery of 
America. Tho medul is of massive gold, 
about four inches in diameter. The centre 
piece is a beautifully engraved cameo, illus- 
trating t ho discovery of America. There is 
a suitublo inscription in Turkish on the face, 
and the medal proper is encircled with an 
elaborately wrought laurel wreath studded 
with numerous diamonds. Just what dis- 
position will be made of the medal has not 
yot been determined ; but as it is really a 
gift to tho nation it will probably ornament 
the National Museum ot tho library of the 
Department of State. 

SATOLLI'S MISSION- 

The .Situation Between the U. 8. Clergy und 
the Vatican Very Delicate. 

Rome, Juuc 1 (, — Tlio newspaper organs of 
tho Vatican are silent iu relation to tho al- 
leged encyclical on the school question sent 
to tho American bishops. Tho Corriere di 
Napoli says that the publication of tho text 
of the encyclical has been delayed, owing to 
the fact that the Vatican authorities have 
received a notification that it will be coldly 
received by a majority of the clergy in tho 
United States. Mgr. Sitolli, tho Papal 
delegato in tho United States, tho paper 
says, explained to the Pope tho difficulties 
he is meeting in America. Tho Corriere di 
Napoli adds that the rebellion among tho 
American clergy has deeply impressed tlio 
Vatican officials with the necessity of pur- 
suing a conciliatory policy. The Pope will 
instruct Mgr. Satolli to confer with Car- 
dinal Gibbons for tho purpose of devising 
some method of effecting a compromise be- 
tween the two elements.

The Topic on Every Tongue— Their Results 
In the Greatest Doubt. 

Berlin, Jane 14. — To-day all is expect- 
ancy. To-morrow's election is the topic on 
every tongue, and it may well be, for tho 
result will determine the success or failure 
of thi! young Emperor's policy during the 
last five years.

The Anti-Semites 
have made 142 nominations; the Radical 
party, under Richter's leadership, has 160 
candidates in the field ; while tho Clericals, 
Conservatives, Guelphs, Poles, Alsatians 
and Independents contribute long lists of 
candidates to swell the grand total.

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PHILANTHROPIC EFFORT. 



Eight Sections of the World's. Con- 
gress of Charities and Kindred 
Work Meet. 

Some of Their Proceedings -A Very 
Interesting Programme of 
Discussions. 



CHICAGO, June 14. — For tho third tinio 
the eight sections of the World's CoDgresa 
of Churities, Correction and Philanthrophy 
convened thi3 morning with an attendance 
fully as largo as that of either of the two 
preceding days. The gathering thus far haB 
been uuo of the iiiobl largely attended yet 
held in the Art Palace, notwltnstanding the 
fact that the sub- division of tho work ren- 
ders it impossible for a single person to par- 
ticipate in or listen to moro than a small 
proportion of the proceedings of the entire 
body. The success of the congross, how- 
ever, is largely attributed to this division of 
the work, as everyone interested in philan- 
thropic work of any kind is thus afforded 
an opportunity of giving his or her vieWB, 
and listening to those of others in a meeting 
called for that express purpose. 

Section 1, which is considered the public 
treatment of pauperism, did not come to- 
gether until l! o'clock in the afternoon, when 
the proceedings were opened by M. do Que- 
ker, of 15ruasel8, and Prosper Van (ieert, of 
Antwerp, who discussed, " Poor Relief in 
Belgium." The remainder of the session 
w.i3 occupied by the following papers : 
" Poor Belief in Mexico," by Signer Ntcho- 
lay Islasy Buscamente ; " The Extent of 
P.uporlstri, Absolute and Relative, in the 
United States, England, Germany, Prance 
and other Countries," by Mr. Frank 15. San- 
born, of Massachusetts; and " Causo of 
Pauperism and Etforts on tho Part of the 
States to Determine Causes and Prevent 
Pauperism," by Mr. A. O. Wright, of Wis- 
consin. 

Tho section devoted to tho care of ne- 
glected children also held its session in the 
afturnoon, when the consideration of " The 
Care of the Feeble-minded and otherwise 
1 Infective Classes," was taken up, and dis- 
cussed informally. Chairman John S. Bill- 
ing, of Section .'!, called his department to 
order at 2 o'clock, and presented Dr. Robert 
Harvey, piincipal medical officer of the 
British frontier at Peshawtir, India, who 
read an interestine paper on "Movable 
Hospitals in India." Dr. J. L. Notter, of 
England, then discussed "Army Hospitals," 
and was followed by Dr. W illiam Wallace 
Ord, of the same country, on " The Utility, 
Peculiarities and special needs of hospitals 
for Children." / 

The following numbeiH were then pre- 
sented: "Naval Hospitals, " Dr. James 
D. Gatewood, surgeon, U.S. navy; "Army 
Hospitals, " Dr. A. C. Oirard, surgeon, U. 
S. army ; " Detention Hospital for Insane 
and Alcoholic Patients, " Dr. Matthew B. 
Field, examiner in lunacy, New York ; 
"Cottage Hospitals, " Mr. Francis Bacher, 
London, Engl mil ; "Hospital Plana, "il- 
lustrated by Dr. L. S. Pilchor, Brooklyn; 
"Special Hospitals," Dr. D. C. Hirst, 
Philadelphia; "Hospitals for Contagious 
and Infectious Diseases, " Dr. M. L. Davis, 
Lancaster, Pa. 

The sub section on nursing met at the 
same hour, the following programme being 
presented: " The Re inurements of Nursea 
and Specialties of Nursing," Miss M. A. 
Sniveley, Toronto, Out.; "District Nurs- 
ing," Mifa Dacre Craven, London ; "Pri- 
vate Nursing," Miss A. Hintz, Boston ; 
"Intirmury Nursing," Miss Josephine D. 
Pledge, London; "Nursing in Alms 
Houses," Miss A. C. Gibson, Birmingham, 
Eng ; " Nursing in Sanitariums," Mrs. Bed- 
ford Fenwiok, London. 

The section devoted to the care of the in- 
sane met in Hall 22 shortly after noon, and 
Chairman G. Alder Blunier presented Dr. 
H. E. Allison, of New York, who read an 
interesting paper on 11 The Care and Custody 
of the Criminal Insane in the United 
States." Tho remainder of the programme 
comprised tke following papers : " The 
Mental Examination of Convicts," by Dr. 
J ules Morel, Ghent ; "The French Law in 
its Relation to tho Irresponsibility of the 
Insaue," Dr. Victor Parent, France ; "Sta- 
tistics of Insanity in New South Wales,"

It ii 
addressed to the Honorable C. H. Tupper 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, and, after 
a somewhat long preamble, in which the 
rights of white labor are set forth and in 
siBted on, tho petitioners " beg and pray " 
" that no Japaneso be granted a license " to 
fiuh Balmon. 

The fishermen held a meeting some few 
days ago in Westminster, at which several 
gentlemen of intelligence Bpoke. It is very 
singular that not one of them had the hon- 
osty and the courage to tell the men that 
neither the Minister of Marine nor the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion have tho power, 
oven if they hud the will, to treat the 
Japanese in any way differently from aliens 
of any other nation. The Government 
of the Dominion has no more power to dis- 
criminate against the Japanese in the 
matter of granting fishing licenses than it 
has to discriminate against Frenchmen or 
Swedes, or Italians, or Hungarians, or Ar- 
menians, or Greeks, for we understand that 
among the fishermen on the Fruser men of 
all these nationalities can he found. It must 
not be forgotten that under the British 11 ig 
white rnon, whether they are subjects of the 
Queen or aliens, have no rights which men 
of other complexionsof the tamo class do not 
enjoy. It is the very first principle of British 
freedom that all men are equal before the 
luw, and it is the boast of British statesmen 
that under British rule color is no disabil- 
ity. This ia not hifalutin, intended only 
for Bhow days and particular occasion8, but 
a living practical principle on which the 
Government tlcala with the people under its 
jurisdiction. The fishermen ought 
to have been told by the men in whom they 
have confidence that there are some things 
which they have a perfect right to ask for, 
but, that there arc other things which tho 
Dominion Government cannot and will not 
grant. To discriminate against men hecuuse 
of their color ia one of these. How would 
some of the signers of the petition feel if a 
movement were oet on foot to exclude all 
foreigners from the province : Would they 
think it fair if canners and other employers 
were not allowed to employ any one who 
was not born on British soil. They would 
very properly regard huoIi a policy as nar- 
row and mean and selfish, and opposed to 
tho progress of tho country. Yet the Gov- 
ernment haa as much power to ordain that 
foreigners of all nations shall bo denied em- 
ployment in tile country as it has to with- 
hold licenses from natives of Japan because 
their skin is a few shades darker than that 
of Scandinavians. 

Tho truth is that nearly all foreigners 
have good treatment secured to them by 
treaty, and tho Government cannot discrim- 
inate against them without violating that 
treaty. It ia not to bo expected that tho 
Government of Great Britain will break 
fuith with any nation to please tho signers 
of the petition now being circulated 
throughout British Columbia. 

The petitioners ask for other things which 
it is within tho power of the Government 
to grant. Thoso are all connected with tho 
rogulation of tho salmon fishery. It may, 
or may not, be in the interests"of the peoplo 
and consistent with the preservation of the 
salmon to grant the prayer of the petition- 
ers. It is not our object to discuss this 
subject juBt now. What wo would like to 
do would bo to exhort the petitioners to be 
cautious und careful not to do Borious in- 
jury to an industry which is one of ihe 
great sourcea of British Columbia'') prosper- 
ity. It is not so hard to do this as somo of 
ttcm may think. The great object of the 
Government has been hitherto to preserve 



tho salmon, to prevent tho Fraser 
and other British Columbia rivers from 
being over-fished. For that purpose, regu- 
lations havo been made, limiting tho num- 
ber of licenses being ono of them. That 
regulation is not, wo understand, approved 
by all the canners, but it lias been mad 
after much study and inquiry , and the prol: 
ability is that it accomplishes its purpose, 
that of preserving tho salmon, better than 
tho free trade tnlioenses— the exclusion of the 
Japs always excepted — which tho petitioners 
want to Bee inaugurated. This is a matt 
that requires discussion by experienced and 
impartial persons, and it must not bo d 
cided to suit tho views of what either tho 
canners or tho fishermen consider their in 
forests. 

Then care must bo taken not to drive men 
of capital out of the business, Salmon pack- 
ing requires capital. The men engaged In 
it must have money to provide all that is 
necessary to go on with tho work, and they 
must also be ublo to stand the Iofs conse- 
quent upon ono or two bad Beasons. If 
shortsighted agitators, in furthering what 
they believe to bo their interest, make 
salmon packing unprofitable, which they can 
oaaily do, tho fishermen will find, when it is 
too late, thut they have killed the goose that 
laid for them tho golden eggs. Tho citizens 
of New Westminster ought iu be very care 
ful of the interests of the salmon fishery 
The prosperity of their city depends, to u 
very great extent, 011 the prosperity of that 
industry. Should it be seriously injured by 
ill-judged agitation they will be among tin 
greatest sufferers. They should not counte 
nance movements that are calculated to un 
settle men's minds or encourage the fish- 
ermen to ask for what eveiy intelligent 
man knows they cannot obtain. 

XO T MlSCONOEl 1 'ED. 

Mr. C'oudert must have thought the peo 
pie on this Bide tho Atlantio very stupid 
when he came to the conclusion that they 
do not realize the scope of his contention 
that the United States owna the seals born 
on the Pribyloff Islands, and that they do 
not see the conclusions to which it leads. 
They are a good deal brighter than he 
thinks they arc. It did not take them long 
to see that if his ciaim were allowed then 
would be no necessity to prove that Belir 
ing Sea is a mart elauaum, for, allowing 
that the United States is as much the own 
er of the fur seals as it is of the cavalry- 
horses and the baggage mules of the army, 
it will have to be admitted that' it has 
right to claim them wherever they aro 
found, and also to prosecute any one who 
kills or injures them in any part of the 
Northern Pacific without its permission. If 
the Arbitrators decide that the fur seals are 
the property of the United States, British 
subjects will have no more right to kill 
them even in British waters tliau a farm 
er has to kill his neighbor's sheep when it 
strays into his pasture. This ia one of the 
" grotesque " conclusions which the New 
,'ork Times alluded to when it was dis- 
cussing Mr. Coudert's contention. 

There has been no "misconception" 
about the matter among Canadians ut any 
rate. They saw what Mr. Coudert'i argu- 
ment led to as soon as it was enunciated. 
They saw, too, that it made the other con- 
tentions of the United Stutes of little or no 
importance, for, if it were granted that the 
United States owns the seals there was an 
end of the matter. Tnere was no question 
of jurisdiction or even of regulation to set- 
tle. Every one knows that the United 
States is quite able to look after its own 
property, and it would not want Great 
Britain or any other nation to help it look 
after its big herd of fur seals. What, per- 
haps. Great Britain might insist upon is 
that the United States should brand or murk 
in some way the seals that first saw light on 
tho I'ribyloII Islands, so that its officers 
might be able to swear to the skins when 
they siw them, for it is, wo believe, ad- 
mitted that some seals are brought forth on 
Russian territory and that others are born 
on islands which are owned by the Govern- 
ment of Japan. In order then that there 
should be no mistake us to the ownership of 
the seals found swimming in the waters cf 
the North Pacific ocean and the seas, bays 
and sounds connected therewith, it would 
not be unreasonable to ask the Government 
of the United Slates to put some kind of 
mark on its own seals. 



THE SEPTEMBER SESSION. 

The announcement that there will be an 
extraordinary session of the Congress of tho 
United States has been received with 
favor from one end of the Republic to the 
other. The financial condition of the 
country is not by any means satisfactory. 
There is unrest and anxiety in commercial 
circles. Disaster is feared, und many be- 
lieve that tho lato failures of banks and 
mercantile concerns aro only the beginning 
of troubles. Peoplo look with apprehension 
at the decreuso of the Government's reserve 
of gold, and they fear that the continual in- 
crease of its storo of silver will lead to dilli- 
ulties and embarrassments thut may bring 
ruin to many. 

It is believed that Congress, when it 
meets in September,will repoul tho Sherman 
law, and this will put un ead to the piling up 
of silver, which must be redeemed with 
gold on pain of a commercial cutaE- 
tropho. It iB well known what 
the President's views are on this 
matter ; but it is also well known that 
the only force which the President can 
bring to bear on the situation ia moral force. 
Ho has no constitutional authority to dic- 
tate to Congress what it shall do or what it 
shall not do. He can recommend a certain 
course, but Congress ia perfectly freo to dis- 
regard his recommendation. It is hoped 
Lhat the influence of the President, backed 
up by what is believed to bo tho earnest 
desire of a hirj^o majority of the people, will 
havo tho effect of inducing Congress to do 
something to relieve tho country from tho 



strain which, if tnoroasod at nil consider, 
ably, will bo more than it can easily bear. 
The situation is serious. This is what tho 
New York Times says about tho early moot- 
ing of Congress : 

Will Congress repeal tho law of 1800 when 
it assembles J Wo believe that it will, be- 
cause Congress obeys general public Benti- 
meut, and tho sentiment for repeal is al- 
ready general and strong and will spread 
and grow stronger every day for tho next 
three months. Tho unfortunate condition 
of business is clear enough to all who earo 
to know tho truth, ami will force itself upon 
tho mind of tho country mure and more as 
time passes. Everyone will demand specific 
action, and repeal is tho only spocilic action 
that can bo proposed. It will havo tho 
great authority given by Mr. Cleveland's 
reputation for sound senao, for care- 
ful judgment, and for perfect lidolity 
to tho public interest. Meanwhile, there ia 
a plain duty resting on tho financiers and 
bankers of the country, and particularly 
upon thoso of tho city of Now York. It ia 
tho duty ot organizing and directing public 
opinion in such a manner that tho members 
of Congress from ovory section of tho Union 
shall clearly understand its demands. Mem- 
bers of Congress are, as a rule, too gener- 
ally left to the influence of tho politicians. 
They are, in very man}- cases, not business 
men themselves. They aro generally honest, 
and patriotic and sensible, and desire sin- 
cerely to do what ia beat for the whole coun- 
try, but they havo little direct inter- 
course with tho business community, and 
they do not know what ita real needs or its

Biooal district there is a number, 
smaller, of active men of affairs, 
all customers of banks, depositor 
ers, shareholders. If the officers 
bank und banking house thrcni 
land should make it their businee 
that the member of Oongiess from tl 
trict was personally informed of the views 
of theso business men, we aro confident 
that a majority, and a largo majority, for 
tho repeal of the law of 1S1I0 would be found 
in both houses < I Congress. 

The work of revising the tariff, to which 
the Democratic party is pledged, may bo 
commenced during the extra session, but it 
can hardly be completed. To revise tho 
tariff of the United States is a difficult und 
n delicate undertaking, and will require 
much, time and thought. That it will bo 
done, though not to tho extent that some 
seem to imagine, doe3 not admit of a single 
doubt.

After a stay of almost a week in British

sailed again on the roturn voyage to the 
land of the Southern Crosa a few hour 
later. On the way down from the Terminal 
City Captain Stott was accompanied by 
members of the B. C. Board of Trade, who 
had lunch yesterday with the ship's officers 
at Vancouver. Considering the fuct that 
the steamer is the first mail boat ever to 
Siiil from British Columbia for Australia, 
she took away a large cargo, there being in 
all some -l.")0 tons. The freight was made 
up about as follows : 500 bids, of lime 
from Roche Harbor for Honolulu, 4,000 
bundles of laths from the Has tines Sawmill, 
and 10,000 pounds of fresh Ssh from Fader 
Bros , Vancouver, for Sydney, 11 
barrels of pitch, 20 kits of oolacli- 
lans, 1,2(10 bundles of shingles, 843 
fruit crates, and '.i barrels of pork from 
Vancouver, principally for Sydney. She 
also took a quantity of freight from Vic- 
toria. As saloon passengers she carried 
Mr. and Mrs Moses, Mr. and Mrs. Harvey 
and child, Mr. and Mrs. Hill anil two 
children, Mr. and Mrs. Burton and child, 
Mrs Brown aud Messrs. Kennedy, Fader 
and Hopkins. In addition to these there 
were four passengers who took passage from 
this city, viz : Two from the Sound, one 
from Nanaimo, and Mr. J. Davis Taylor, 
of the Colonist staff. Mr. Taylor goe s to 
Australia in the interests of this paper to 
inquire into and write upon the question of 
trade relations between Canada and the 
Australasian Colonies. He will probably 
be away three or four months. Before leav- 
ing port, the Miowera loaded a big batch of 
mail for the Colonies, which was the first 
direct, budget ever made up in the Victoria 
Post Oliice. The Miowera waited at Van- 
couver until the arrival of the C. P. R 
train, so as to take the latest Eastern mail.

Tho Victoria School Trustee Board hold 
its regular monthly meoting last evening 
and spent about two hours und a half dis- 
cussing sites for schools and transacting a 
good deal of business. 

Chairman C. Hr.yward presided, other' 
members of tho board present being Trustees 
Lovcll, Saunders, Yates, Marchant and 
Richards. Routine business was quickly 
disposed of and tho communications wore 
then taken up. A number of these wore 
unimportant, being principally requests for 
supplies und repairs, They wero reforred 
to the Supply committee with power to act. 

Dr. Pope, Superintendent of Education, 
wrote, granting tho hoard leave to closo the 
schools on June 2^1. 

Invitations to attend the closing exercises 
of the High and Public schools were re- 
ceived and acknowledged, In this connec- 
tion Trustee Marchant hoped as many of 
the board us possible would attend these 
closings, so as to show their interest in tho 
work. 

A discussion of some length took place 
over a piopusitiou to buy a .'jtiO globe from 
Capt. Clarke, but tho Board finally decided 
uot to make the purchase on account of 
shortage of funds. 

TlirsTKE LoYKI.I. drew attention to the 
statement he had seen in the evening news- 
paper a short time ago, that tho public 
schools in Victoria were not supplied with 
maps of the Province. The very reverse 
waa true, tile fuct being that the Board hud 
aupplied the schools liberally, and there 
was no foundation for such an erroneous 
statement. 

The principals of the three schools sent a 
joint letter to the Hoard suggesting thut the 
written examinations held before the closo 
of each term should not bo held until the 
second week before closing ; also, that the 
last week of the session the pupils should bo 
dismissed and the touchers use that week in 
their own rooms correcting and marking 
papers. It was further suggesscd that the 
public examinations or " closing exercises " 
ahould be held at the opening of the now 
term rather than at tho end of tho old one. 

It waa pointed out that tho dates of the 
examinations were fixed by the Superintend- 
ent of Education, and some of the sugges- 
tions wero not consistent with the School Act. 

On motion of Trustee Yutes, seconded by 
Trusteo Saunders, the secretary was in- 
structed to forward the suggestions to tho 
Superintendent of Education, stating thut 
this waa the reply of the teachers to in- 
structions Irom tho hoard to continue the 
regular school after the written examina- 
tions. 

A number of applications for positions on 
the teaching stuff were read and tubled for 
further consideration. Some amusement 
was created by the curious grammar and 
spelling in one or more of the letters. One 
applicant atated that he had "maid" a 
previous request and so on, and another 
used u scries of five negatives to emphasize 
his qualifications. 

A number of accounts were referred to 
the Finance committee for payment if found 
correct. 

The monthly teachers' reports allowed 
daily attendance 1646 99; actual attend- 
ance, 1620 29; pupils enrolled, 1,909; aver- 
age per teacher, 41) 

A petition from residents of the Oakland 
estate, asking for a school in their locality, 
wus read. 

Trustee M AKCIIANT thought a special 
committee should he appointed to inquire 
into the matter and report. 

Ou motion, Trustees Lovell and Marchant 
were appointed a committee to irquiro into 
the petition and report at the next, meeting. 

TllUSTBE S.u-npkk.s wanted to know why 
something was not done with the open drain 
in the Central school yard, and also to have 
the connection triade with the sewera. The 
attention of the City Council bad 
been called to this, but nothing had 
been done so far. He thought if the 
Council was not going to do anything 
tlie School Board should have the work 
done, und charged back to the city. Tho 
place at present was dangerous to the health 
of the children, and must be attended to. 
He moved that tenders be invited for doing 
the work. 

Trustee Richards seconded tho motion, 
saying that thd Council had been asked 
over and over again to attend to this, and 
if they would take no action the School 
Hoard must. 

Trustee Yates thought the School Board 
would have enough work to do without con- 
necting with tho sewci8 until such times an 
was necessary. 

After some discussion, the motion was 
amended to reud as follows : 

" That the City Council be requested to 
instruct the city engineer to prepare plans 
and estimates of expenses for connecting 
the Central school with the sewerage sys- 
tem. " 

The resolution was then carried unanim- 
ously. 

TttOSTEE MERCHANT moved, seconded by 
Trustee Yates, that the Supply committee 
be allowed to prepare estimates for repairs, 
whitewashing, etc., to the Spring Ridge. 
Victoria Wi st and Central schools, the work 
to be done during the holidays. Carried.

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JAPANESE EXCLUSION. 

Fraudulent Naturalization, Afllatlo Labor 
Etc., from the Cannery Standpoint. 

The following letter, addressed to the 
editor, appears in tho Westminster Colum- 
bian : 

SIR,— In referenco to tho fishermen's agi- 
tation now going on, matters are, perhaps, 
not altogether so one-sided as tho public 
might ba led to believe from porusiug a re- 
port of tho meoting held last Saturday night. 
JTrom it a stranger would gather that tho 
river is simply infested with Japaueso and 
Chinese, and that the whites have all been 
fairly ousted. Now, is this tho case ? I 
think not. 

What Japs there are are all located on 
Lulu Island, and you will not find a Jap at 
any cannery between there and New West- 
minster. Now, I am not eaying that tho 
whito fishermen have no grievunco — they 
have several ; but tho fishermen are attack- 
ing in the wrong place. First of all, the 
"Naturalization Act" is neither carried 
out in tho spirit or letter in which it was 
conceived, not only as concerning Asiatics, 
but also in connection with many of the 
whito fishermen themselves. There are 
whito men fishing on tho Fraser to-day, who 
oamo here this spring from tho Ameri- 
can Bide, and they have taken out 
papers as British subjects, being at the 
same time in possession of papers 
as American subjects, and have secured 
fishing licenses, and intend, after tho socle- 
eyo "run" is over, to return whence they 
came. Tho same thing has occurred in pre- 
vious years. Now, I chink one and all are 
agreed that is a state of things which 
should be immediately remedied. But are 
the fishermen petitioning tho right party to 
atop this sort of thing V I should imagine 
that the " Naturalization Act " is outside 
the jurisdiction of ihe Minister of Fisheries. 
The matter of finh fniz-rs speculating with 
their licenses, and the question of "dummy" 
canneries, certainly demand the attention of 
tho Fisheries Department. 

Mr. Solmes' speech at Saturday's meeting, 
I take it, exactly represents the views of all 
tho whito fishermen, as he is their chosen 
secretary and spokesman. Now, through- 
out the whole of his speech, one does not 
need to read between the lines to see that 
it is simply an attack on cannerymen — "the 
canners got tho better of the fishermen," 
" whito mi n cannot get work inside the 
canneries, kc, &c. 

He says the fishermen do not propose to 
dictate to anyone; no, but all the same 
they aro very anxious to control the price of 
salmon. They remember tho " big run " of 
four years ago. These were the times fish- 
ermen made lots of money, for salmon were 
a good price, and came thick. Bearing this 
in mind, is it any wonder that every Tom, 
Dick and Harry who could put up twenty 
dollars has taken out a fishing license. 
What, is the consequence ! Simply this, 
that the supply of salmon this year bids 
fair to exceed any possible demand, that 
tho canneries cannot take all the fish, and, 
therefore, some one must be left out in the 
cold. This is an inevitable law of supply 
und demand, but sooner or later it must 
right itself. 

Some time since the fishermen wanted tho 
river thrown open to all comers, saying that 
tho cinneries had a monopoly of licenses. 
Well.it was thrown open. What now? 
They want it protected again, but this time 
the fishermen want a monopoly. liveryman 
of them feels that he ought to have a license 
in preference to his neighbor. The can- 
nerymen, with but few exceptions, have 
always been the fisherman's best friend, 
supplying him with net, boat, and fishing 
gear in general, when he could get them 
from no ono else. How many men now owe 
for this season's spring fishing gear ? Let 
all the canneries "close down " for a couple 
of years, and, to transpose an old nursery 
rhyme, " what would tho fisherman do then, 
poor thing ? " 

Now, as to the standing of these " loyal 
subjects" (?) Most of them are of European 
origiD, Australian, Italian and Swedish na- 
tionalities predominating, with a smaller 
number of Spanish, French, Greeks and 
Chilians, while a very small proportion are 
British born. Nearly all of the first men- 
tioned cluss aro naturalized British subjects, 
and why were they so naturalized? For 
the very same reason that tho Jtip3 are bo- 
coming naturalized to-day ; that is for the 
purpose of obtaining a fishing license 
Very few of the class of which I am speak- 
ing are married men, or. if married their 
wives and families are in Europe, to whom 
they regularly remit their surplus earnings, 
and yet such an outcry is raised against the 
Japs for doing the same thing. Now, these 
naturalized foreigners are here for exactly 
the same purpose as the Asiatics ; that is 
to make money, and then go home ugain. 

Another point put forward by Mr. Solmes 
was, thut .laps and Chinese do not improve 
the country, but leave it worse than they 
found it. Now, how does that fit tho white 
fishermen? Can Mr. SolrueB put his bund 
on half a dozan of them who have built i 
permanent residence, or tilled any small 
acreage of land? I think no'. They live 
in scow-houses, sloops or boats of some 
description, and drift from place to place. 
How many of them ever pay a Provincial 
revenue tax, or, for that mutter, any other 
kind of u tux ; yet, if they happen to be 
moored near a school house for a few weeks, 
and have a child fit to go, that child goes to 
school. 

Now, as to the alleged preference of cer- 
tain canneries for Jap fishermen, thut is a 
thing not to be wondered at. They prob- 
ably do sell their Bsh, aa a rule, cheaper 
than the whites, but in many instances 
obtain the same price. It. is not 
30 much their cheapness they are 
valued for, but it, is the fact of their 
being steady, reliable fishermen, and 
are not. in the habit of meditating a "strike" 
every now and again. When fish are scarce 
they don't, haul out their net, und wait, oh 
no ; they fish morning, noon and night,. So 
do the best of tho white fishermen, but the 
majority will haul their nets on tho rack 
and wait till the fish come thicker, and this 
at a time when the canneries have most 
need of fish. This is speaking from experi- 
ence. 

A Mr. Crawford, at the meeting referred 
to, made some rush statements, which may 
bo charitably put down to his ignorance 
of tho subject on which he spoke. He is 
reported as having said " not ono white 
fisherman had been engaged by tho can- 
neries, or had any prospect as to whether 
he would be employed during the season." 
Now, Mr. Editor, personally, I know of 
something like seventy-six (7li) "outside" 
boats being already engaged for seven can- 
neries, und these boats are each manned by 
two white fishermen. Further comment is 
needless. 

So far, I have not touched on the Chinese 
question, but will now do so. Tho close of 
Mr. Solmes' speech exhibits plainly the ani- 
mus of the fishormen against the cannery- 
men; for he says "they wore now petitioning 
against tho Japs, and if they succeeded, 
would give their attention to the Chinese 
next. " 

Exactly so, Mr. Solmes, your " if " is 
well plaoed ; you mean to Bay, in elTeet, wo 
(fishermen) intend you cannerymen shall 
only employ whom we like, both us fisher- 
men and inside tho cannery. 

Now, tho cannerymen would liko to 



see Chinese labor dieponsod with aa 
much as anyone, but why jump out of 
tho fry-pan into the fire? So many condemn 
the canneries for employing Chinese, but 
there has not yet been a single feasible 
scheme propounded to show the can- 
nerymen a way out, of the dif- 
ficulty. The - talk of fishermen's fami- 
lies working in the cannery, to those 
who know anything about them, is simply- 
absurd. Why, if tho wholo crowd of families 
were put together there would not bo suffi- 
cient labor for a singlo cannery. What 
women there aro, aro wanted to cook for 
tho men, and when a fibhermau has a boy 
big enough to pull an oar, ho goes in the 
boat with his father, and it is no uncommon 
sight to see two boys in a boat, each pulling 
one oar. 

Taking Mr. Crawford's figures, that each 
cannery employs loO Chinese, and there are 
thirty-one canneries, this would give a totul 
of 4, Got) required to perform tho iusido 
work of the canneries this year. Now, tell 
me where you can get anything liko that 
number of whites, aud bear in mind that it 
is only for a few weeks' work during July 
and August. This talk of prohibiting 
Chinese working in canneries iajmost of it 
sheer nonsense. In tho present condition of 
tho country it is a necessity, there is none 
other available. 

If you do not want tho Chinese here, why 
let them come ? But once here no Fisher- 
man's association, or any other association, 
can prevent their employment. Aud are 
the canneries to be dictated to by uny irre- 
sponsible body ? They know their own 
business best, und have plenty of difficulties 
to contend with, without unnecessary ones 
being placed in the way. The canned 
uulmou market bus been in a glutted condi- 
tion for some time now, price of labor 
(Chinese) is considerably higher than it was 
a few years ago, material is high, the com- 
petition of Alaska and northern canneries is 
eenly felt, uud yet, in face of all this, cuu- 
erymen are obtaining lower prices than 
ever for their output, leaving the prospec- 
tive margin of profit for this year very 
small, while many of the pucks are uot yet 
sold at all. 

The popular theory is, that to own a can- 
nery is to coin money. In a few isolated 
cases this may have been so, but in 
general tho very reverse has been 
the case. Salmon canning is essentially 
a speculative business, so many things 
may happen over which a canneryman bus 
no control, aud, consequently, cannot guard 
against. Do any of these agitators ever 
think of the immense Bums of money ex- 
pended by canneries in preparing to receive 
the fish which may never come ? What if 
this year were a failure ? It may bo for 
aught any ono knows to the contrary. Tho 
ell'octs would be disastrous to tho welfare of 
the country. But, for all that, wages and 
accounts have to bo puid, and you West- 
minster business men know that thero is no 
trade you are more anxious to secure than 
that of the canneries, and why ? Because 
there is a big volume of it, and also that tho 
pay is sure and prompt. Therefore, hin- 
drances should not ba plaoed in the way of 
such important industries as tho cunneries 
are, and my advice to any who would con- 
demn the cannerymen for employing Chi- 
nese, is, if you have nothing better to oiler 
them in the place of Celestials, keep quiet.

Northwestern Sportsmen Hold Their 
First Day's Shooting: Amid 
Wind and Rain. 



Large Attendance find Keen Competi- 
tion-Ware Wins the Individ- 
ual Championship. 



The firat day's shooting in tho annual 
tournamont of tho Sportsmen's Association 
of the Northwest came off at tho Macaulay 
Point traps yesterday, and though the 
weather was not favorablo for high scoring, 
the result of tho day's shoot was voted as 
vory satisfactory by tho participators in tho 
various events.

Everything wns well arranged at the 
traps, Mr. J. MoB Smith, the secretary of 
the Association, and the other of- 
Boers being indefatigable in their efforts 
to make the meeting as pleasant as possible 
for the visitors. The shooting was conduct- 
ed^ on tho " rapid tiring " system, tivo traps 
being used and the competitors tiring in 
squads of six. The large pavilion at the 
buck of tho firing point was surmounted at 
each end by an American flag and the 
Union Jack, while several smaller tents 
wero also erected on the grounds for the use 
of the members. Tho pavilion was needed 
badly this morning for the protection of 
the valuablo guns of the gentlemen present, 
which runged in value from $50 to $150, 
totalling nearly $10,000 worth ol firearms.
